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Editor’s note: BYU professor 
Paul Hyer, an internationally 
known expert on inner-Asia, 
was returning from conference 
in Mongolia recently when he 
heard of Chinese leader Mao 
Tse-tung’s. death. Later, he 
spent some time in Peking, 
where he talked with Chinese 
leaders and watched Mao’s 
funeral on television. After Dr. 
Hyer’s return to BYU, Monday 
Magazine sent writer Don 
Smurthwaite to interview him 
on his impressions of what 
Mao’s death will mean to China 
and the world. Here is 
Smurthwaite’s report: 


Monday Magazine: You first 
heard of the death of Mao while 
traveling in the Gobi Desert. 
Several days later you were in 
Peking. What was the general 
reaction of the Chinese people 
to his death? 

Hyer: In China, there were 
basically two reactions, based 
on people’s backgrounds, work, 
where they were in the 
hierarchy, and what vested

interests they stood to lose with 
a changing of the guard.

symbol of an ideaology, the 
way to build a nation. He was a 
way of life. 
Monday Magazine: What is 
China’s present leadership? 
Hyer: It is a coalition 


between the government, the 
administration, the party, and 
the military. But there will be a 
workable coalition for a short 
time only. Group leadership has 
never worked out very well in 
any communist country. 
Sooner or later someone will 
come to the fore. The Chinese 
mentality in particular can be 
seen the cult of Mao — I think 
his following was motivated as 
much by the needs of the 
people as much by the desires 
of Mao. 

Monday Magazine: Will there 
be a change in attitude towards 
the West by the new Chinese 
leadership? 

Hyer: I think the feeling for 
the forseeable future will be no 
change, or at least no great 
change. There have been 
indications that the present 
relationship will continue. 

The main factor is not a great 
love of the Americans -and 
Chinese for each other but the 
fact that China’s interests and 
OURS: Pave Lise. to -t018 
accommodation, or move 
towards normalization. China 
doesn’t want to be isolated. She 
is still concerned with the 
Russian threat and the great 
economic strength of Japan 
that is penetrating all of 
southeast Asia. These two 
things tend to motivate Chinese 
leaders to stick closer to the 
United States. 


Monday Magazine: How did- 


the Russians react to Mao’s 
death? 

Hyer: The China-Russian 
confrontation seemed if 
anything to get a certain shot in 
the arm from his death. There 
was immediately a great 
increase of Russian surveillance 
flights along the border. There 
was a great deal of suspicion.

impact and the effect his death will have on China-U.S. relations. Dr. Hyer spent several days in Peking 


shortly after Mao’s death. 


Monday Magazine: Many 
‘‘China Watchers’? consider 
China a quasi-ally to the U.S. 
Do you agree with that? 

Hyer: Yes. We really haven’t 
signed any treaties, but there is 
the Shanghai communique, in 
which we agreed to disagree 
about certain things. It showed 
an indication that the most 
populous nation in the world 
and the most powerful and 
richest nation both felt that it 
was to their interests to move 
closer together and try to

resolve conflict and differences. 
That in a sense then is certainly 

a quasi-ally. 

Yet I hesitate to use the word 
“ally,” because of the Russians. 
Certainly we have not and 
would not come down heavily 
on the side of the Chinese 
against Russia. 

Monday Magazine: Turning 
the question around, do the 
Chinese consider the United 
States as an ally? 

Hyer: They would say rather 
that the United States is an 
‘important element.” The 
United States is important in 
presenting a “United Front.” 
China is concerned with 
Russia’s large military force on 
its border, and Russian 
penetration into India, 
southeast Asia, the Middle East. 
China is concerned about 
attempts to encircle it. Here 
then the United States is an 
element in this “United Front” 
against the Russians. China is 
looking for potential — if not 
friends — at least friendly 
enemies that have a common 
interest. 

“Monday Magazine: What 
polic7 would you recommend 
the Jnited States take toward 
China? 

Hyer: I would be inclined to 
move cautiously in approaching 
China, more cautiously than 
Kissinger would. I wouldn’t say 
Kissinger has been sucked in by 
China, but surely China looms 
very large in his eyes. I 

wouldn’t want to second-guess 
Kissinger, but there are noises 
that after the elections there 
will be a rapid normalization of 
relations with China and 
exchange of representatives of 
the full ambassadorial level. 

(’'m not sure what is to be 
gained by that. I think it is 
necessary to maintain contact 
with the Chinese. ..and if the 
Chinese for example start to 
show an inclination to move 
towards the Russians, to 
reconcile their differences, and 
revive the old alliance that was 


there, then it is not to the 
interests of the Americans to be 
isolated. We should then of 
necessity move towards a closer 
association with the Chinese. 
But for now it is important that 
we maintain that balance with 
Peking and Moscow. We should 
always, however, maintain a 
dialogue with Peking, and not 
allow it to be broken, 

Monday Magazine: When will 
the United States establish 
relations with China on the 
ambassadorial level? 

Hyer: I think they could 
come within the year, but this 
depends on men in key 
positions, namely the White 
House. 

Monday Magazine: How 
much of a factor is Taiwan in 
our policy in dealing with 
mainland China? 

Hyer: Our role with Taiwan 
in the eyes of Peking is not 
diminishing, or at least not 
diminishing fast enough. 
Taiwan to them is still the 
major stumbling block between 
full relations with the United 
States. However, there. is some 
feeling that the new leadership 
will not have so great a hang-up 
on Taiwan. 

Monday Magazine: You have 
said before that nationalism, 
not communism, is the driving 
force in China. Did Mao use 
communism to bring about 
nationalism in China? 

Hyer: I would say the only 
two places in Asia where the 
communists have really been 
very successful is in Vietnam 
and China. In China they were 
able to, in a sense, marry 
communism and nationalism. In 
other words, they were able to 
get communist leadership to 
control nationalistic 
movements. Yes, Mao was able 
to do this in China. : 

Monday Magazine: Is China 
becoming less militant in its 
relations with other countries? 

Hyer: China could be much 
more troublesome than she 
presently is. Rather than feed 
and promote the _ guerrilla 


movement in other countries, 
China is taking a more normal 
course by establishing 
state-to-state relations with 
those countries. 

I think part of the reason is, 
again, nationalism. Nationalism 
dictates that China first be 
concerned with her own 
internal needs feeding her 
people and developing 
agriculture and industry. These 
are higher priorities than

penetrate to the audience, those attending the opening 
night of ‘‘Huebener’’were able to witness perhaps the 
strongest testimony possible. The two friends of 
Helmuth who were members of the Church were 
introduced at the conclusion of the performance. 
Karl-Heinz Schnibbe and Rudi Wobbe, as_ living 
witnesses, attest to the credibility of the story. 

These men were captured and freed by the British at 
the conclusion of World War IJ and subsequently came 
to Salt Lake City around 1952. When asked about the 
accuracy of the play, both men quickly replied, “‘It 
happened exactly as the play was performed—it was a 
beautiful portrayal.” 

Such a play left viewers emotionally drained—almost : 
to the point of physical weariness. The events of Hitler’s 
Germany, of course, can only be portrayed as 
unrelenting as the era.

(Some dissidents hope to 
protect themselves by reporting 
to the Western press any 
incidents of harassment.) 

Most of this group are quiet, 
even secret, dissidents. Few do 
anything but talk among 
themselves about the situation 
in Russia. There is very little 
they actually can do. It is 
important to add that they are 
looked down upon by most 
Russians. To be an avowed 
dissident is always 
inconvenient, but rarely 
dangerous unless one actively 
writes or speaks against the 
government. 

As for the rank-and-file 
Russians, they have virtually no 
contact with private individuals, 
political ideas, or non-screened 
information from the West. 
And only the politically sound 
or especially privileged persons 
are allowed to travel outside the 
borders of the USSR. 

Cut off from West 


Despite promises made in the 
Helsinki agreement last year, 
books, magazines, newspapers, 
and indeed, almost any kind of 
information from the West is 
hard to come by here. Time 
magazine, the New York Times 
and a few university law reviews 
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can be found in the..massive 
Leningrad Public Library, but 
few Russians read English or 


even know of the existence of © 


these publications. 


But the hard reality is this — 
a strong and stable Soviet 
government enjoys the support 
of most of its citizens right 
now. Barring a major 
international war, the only 
thing that could make Russia 
substantially freer is the 
Russians themselves. But even 
in Leningrad, the number who 
seem inclined to do so is small. 
Peter’s ‘Window to the West”’ is 
a small one in the rear of the 
Palace. : 


With the passing of summer 
the White Nights are a fleeting 
experience; they come and go 
quickly. The real Russia is a 
winter Russia, and in this land 
the winter is long and cold, and 
seemingly never-ending.

Four seasons might apply 
later for permission to build in 
Slate Canyon, Nielsen adds. A 
new EIS would be required 
should the corporation decide 
to do so. 

The release of the decision 
and the recent out-of-court 
settlement of a lawsuit against 
Provo City involving Four 
Seasons has paved the way for 
funding of the resort, Nielsen 
says. Though the developers 
have not actually obtained 
funding yet, ““We’ve had groups 
and individuals contact us,” he 
declares. The Wilderness 
Associates will now begin to 
solidify that expressed interest 
into some hard commitments 
for funding, Nielsen adds. 


Lower budget 


Thie} tornest Service 
restrictions will mean a slightly 
lower construction budget for 
the developers. But, Nielsen 
continues, ““We’re still looking 
at somewhere around a $100 
million complex.” This figure 
includes the cost of both the ski 
facilities on federal land and the 
base site on city land. The 
mountain project alone would 
cost $24.2 million, according to 
the EIS. 

In addition to a lower budget, 
the restrictions will mean 
substantially less acreage with 
which to work. The project has 
been cut from an original 7,800 
acres to 4,500 in Rock Canyon, 
Maple Mountain and Slide 
Canyon. Four mountain 
villages, rather than the five 
originally proposed, will be 
allowed. Two will be on private 
land. 


Funicular railway 


The primary access to the 


resort will be a 6,310 foot: 


funicular railway which will run 
up the face of Maple Mountain. 
No direct road access will be 
built. 

When skiiers have reached 
Maple Flat on the funicular, a 
two-and-a-half mile gondola 
system will connect them to the 
various villages. 

*““Once the access to the 
mountain is constructed, it will 
be necessary for the 


development to consist of a 


complex which can be 
economically sound. Therefore, 
the Forest Service will require 
at least a 10-lift resort, with 
associated ski runs,’ the EIS 
says. 


Skier population 


This level of development will 
accommodate an estimated 
400,000 people a year. 
Wilderness Associates is 
predicting that the resort will 
attract 480,000 skiers a year, 
or 3,500 on an average day. The

Wilderness Associates and the 
Forest Service, however, do not 
see eye to eye on the project’s 
ability to attract skiers. Studies 
of estimated skier demand 
conducted by both groups show 
widely divergent results. The 
two estimates agree that the 
Utah ski industry will enjoy 
substantial growth in the years 
ahead; but the Forest Service 
estimate is more conservative. 


Contrasting figures 


The Four Seasons study 
projects about seven million 
skiers a year will use Utah ski 
areas- by’ 1990. The Forest 
Service study, on the other 
hand, predicts only about three 
million.

On a hot, desert night in 
1951, soldiers of the newly 
formed state of Israel moved 
quietly into the small 
settlement of Akko, not far 
from Tel Aviv. Suddenly there 
were sounds of crashing doors 
and breaking glass, then 
gunshots. Old women 
protesting, silent, white-faced 
men and children, some of. 
them barefoot and still in their 
night clothes, were moved out 
into the streets. 

Like some two million other 
Arabs in Palestine, the Samhuri 
family was forced out into the 
night with only the clothes they 
were wearing. At gunpoint, 
they climbed into trucks and 
left their homeland. 

Usama Samhuri was only 15 = 
days old at the time, but the 
impact of that traumatic 
experience has left a strong 
imprint on his feelings about 
the Israeli-Arab conflict that 
continue to this day.

Committee. 

Early polls show Hatch with 
the edge on Moss. ‘“‘We’re not 
worried,” says Moss campaign 
aide Steve Madsen. ‘“‘He’s been 
behind before and always come 
through.” 

Madsen attributes the early 
Hatch lead to the primaries. 
Moss, who ran unopposed, 
didn’t receive the exposure 
Hatch did, he said. 

The Hatch camp at least 
partially agrees. “It’s a valid 
point; I wouldn’t quarrel with 
that,” said Walgreen of the 
primary exposure. ““You can get 
beguiled in the polls.” 

The two candidates probably 
are no more directly opposed 
than in the. area of “the 
Washington establishment.” 

Moss. says that ~“the 
establishment” stems from the 
Nixon and Ford presidencies. 
He does not associate it with his 
18 years in the Senate. Rather, 
Moss says his 
Washington has enabled him to 
learn the ropes and acquire the 
know-how when it comes to 
getting things done.

According to Walgreen, this is 
not the case. Labeling the 
Republican party as the 
“establishment,” is “erroneous, 
a snow job.” 

Walgreen explained the 
Democratic Congress has been 
in control 38 of the last 44 
years, and that Congress “‘is the 
seat of the problem.”
